‘‘People come in and take the 
books and there’s no way to 
Stop them,” said Miss Deane 
Wright, manager of the book- 
Store, in a plea for help before 
the Parliament last week, 

Theft in the bookstore has ale 
ways been a problem, but even 
in the new, spacious, well-lit 
Store, losses are mounting, 

‘“‘T would estimate that we have 
lost about $2,000 worth of mer- 
Chandise this semester alone,”’ 
Miss Wright said. 

‘‘What the students don’t real- 
ize is that when they take from 
the bookstore, they are taking 
froin the student body treasury. 
The money could be used for 
other things such as the radio 
station,’’ she said. 

The student government re- 
eives all profits from the on- 
e,ution of the bookstore, 

Miss Wright noted that there 
are different motives for steal- 
ing from the store. The first 
example she gives is the stu- 
dent who lacked money to buy 
necessary textbooks and sup- 
plies and thus had to resort to 
stealing. 

Parliament nas plans to erect 
signs advertising the fact that 
limited funds are available to 
loan to students for textbooks. 
‘‘And then there are people 
Who steal just to steal,’’ she 
Said.

‘‘Most people ignore the clerks 
and simply walk out anyway,” 
she admitted.

‘Last 
year somebody walked out with 
five cases of books and came 
back later to re-sell them,”’ 
Miss Wright said. ‘But what 
could we do? We had no pose 
itive proof.” 

“The only solution I have is 
Student participation and pres- 
sure in spotting the thieves and 
discouraging them. After a- 
while the feeling might get a- 
round that this is a student 
store with profits going into 
student activities,’’ she emph- 
asized again. 


Ordinance defeated 


Hitchhiking still legal in County 


You can still hitchhike to Big 
sur. 

The anti-hitchhiking ordinance 
of County Supervisor Willard 
Branson went down to defeat 
Tuesday evening before the on- 
Slaught of about 150 protestors 
who came ito tell the Board what 
they thought of the ordinance. 

Favorable Evidence 


The meeting opened with Bran- 
son introducing some evidence 
in favor of the ordinance. The 
floor was then thrown open to 
those in favor of the ordinance, 
who numbered about 10, They 
told of the destruction to their 
property by transients and tres- 
passers, and said that the ddm- 
age could be halted by the en- 
actment of the ban on hitchhik- 


ing. 


The meeting then was given 
over to hearing the group in 
Opposition. Gary Elms, of the 
Hitchhike Defense Committee, 
spoke first, telling the Board 
the ideas that his committee had 
come up with, including the kiosk 
plan, a plan to provide infor- 
mation to travelers, and the 
construction of places where 
those on the move could sleep 
so that they would not be re- 
quired to trespass. It was also 
suggested at this time thatmore 
State land be opened to the 
public for recreational use, 

Other Speakers 

Other speakers then told the 
Board their feelings, including 
One girl who had the chamber 
laughing when she told Super- 
visor Branson, in reply to his 


statement about the rising crime 
rate in the area, that “If I 
were a burglar, I don’t think 
I would be hitchhiking.’’ 

some of the arguments given 
by lawyers Steve Slatkow and 
Herbert Schwartz were that in 
their opinion the ordinance would 
be unconstitutional, since it was 
Class legislation and would be 
discriminating against a narrow 
group of citizens. 

Because of the number of peo- 
ple wishing to speak, the meet- 
ing took a supper break, and 
then reconvened to hear the 
rest of the arguments and to 
vote. The vote came to a 
two-two tie, which means that 
the law has been defeated. One 
Supervisor was not present at the 
meeting.

The 
students will eventually take 
them home at the end of the 
semester, so we have a Con- 
tinuously changing exhibit. It 
is up to the new art students 
to produce an exciting visual 
experience for all other stu- 
dents to enjoy. There are a 
few paintings that may possibly 
remain hanging indefinitely. 
Most of them are Alex Gon- 
zales’ own work, 
Impressive mural 

One of Gonzales’ creations is 
a dark, graphite-pencil creation 
that hangs in the lower lounge, 
titled ‘‘The Great Landscape.’’

What is violence? 


Recent stories in the various media may lead you to believe 
that there is a new definition for violence. Let us assure you 
that there is not, Violence means the same thing now that it 
always has-the use of force to achieve an end, 

When a campus building is bombed, when a federal building 
is bombed, when an office is demolished, the bombers would like 
you to believe that the means they use justifies the end they 
say they seek-an end to the war, or ecological change, or racial 
justice. Let us assure you once again thatit does not. The 
cause which the bombers use as an excuse to destroy automa- 
tically becomes tainted and rancid by contact with the violence 
that the vast majority of people fee! and have always felt is mo- 
rally wrong and unjustifiable for any reason. The idea that an 
apology can right a death is too ridiculous to be discussed se- 
riously. 

Impatience is the usual reason given for the use of violence. 
“We have waited long enough’”’ or ‘‘We have tried to work with- 
in the system,’’ or “‘The big boys don’t know anything but vio- 
lence.’’ All are equally ridiculous, and for the same reason- 
in order to gain the ends you want, you must convince the ‘‘si- 
lent majority,’’ and you will never do it by blowing them up. As 
always in the past, if a cause is a good one, it will be heard 
and it will win out in the end. The use of violence only insures 
that it will be that much longer before anyone listens to what 
you are saying, 

All that most people can hear now is the sound of bombs ex- 
ploding.

One. 

It serves to show that the ‘‘system’’ can work for you if you 
work with it.

Feelings toward 
SFE polled 


Last week, El Yanqui conduct- 
ed a survey of students to de- 
termine campus attitude to the 
Students for Education. The re- 
sults were interesting, and they 
are presented here for yourown 
analysis and information. 

The first question, ‘‘Do you feel 
satisfied that you know where 
SFE stands politically, and what 
their goals are in speaking to 
community groups,’’ was an- 
swered by 132 students - 24 
answered yes, 52 no, and 56 
don’t know. 

The second question, ‘‘Do you 
agree with their refusal to pro- 
duce a membership list or state 
the number of members in the 
group,’’ was answered by 131, 
with 20 yes, 45 no, and 66 don’t 
know replies. 

The third question, ‘‘Do you a- 
gree with the ICC and Parlia- 
ment in their ‘condemnation’ of 
SFE for it’s alledged off-campus 
activities and mis-use of student 
facilities,’’ answered by 131 stu- 
dents got a 32 yes, 30 no and 
69 don’t know response. 

The final question, ‘‘Do you 
think that the SFE represents 
you as a Student at MPC’”’ was 
perhaps the most interesting of 
all, as it generated a 14 yes 
and 54 no reply, with 60 don’t 
knows. This represents almost 
a five to one indication in op- 
position to SFE.

One of the outstanding contrib- 

utions to world culture in the 
19th century was made by Ira 
F, Aldridge, a black Shakes- 
pearian actor. 

Aldridge was the sonof a New 
York minister. Upongraduation 
from high school, he attended 
Schenectady College, where his 
acting potential was discovered. 
Because he realized tnat there 
was little opportunity for his 
talent to develop in America, 
he entered the University of 
Glasgow in Scotland, where he 


studied under the famous English 
actor, Edmond Kean. In 1833, 
Aldridge and his  instructo 
opened at London’s famous Cov- 
ent Gardens Theatre. Aldridge 
played the title role in ‘Othello.’ 

He achieved world-wide fame 
aS Othello. His acting was 
acclaimed from Ireland to 
Russia, and he received medals 
from the Kings of Prussia and 
Austria. 

But Americans had no chance 
to see this famous actor 
perform before he died in 1867 
in Lodz, Poland.

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MPC tuition hike has foreign 


Foreign and out-of-state stu- 
dents will pay more at MPC 
next fall. The California State 
Legislature has just passed a 
bill that will raise tuition con- 
siderably beginning in the fall 
Of Lois 

This raise in tuition has most 
foreign students worried and 
some in an uproar. A recent 
circular distributed by the In- 
ternational Relations Club said, 
‘‘When we applied to come to 
this country, the tuitionformost 
junior collezes was $11 per unit. 
The tuition was then raised to 
$14 per unit, and starting next 


fall the tuition will be $22.50 
per unit. 

‘‘This is almost twice as much 
aS we agreed to pay when we 
came to this country. It is 
especially unfair to us because 
we know that Americans in the 
different countries abroad are 
treated much better and don’t 
pay any tuition to public 
schools.”’

Switchboard. 

‘‘We will not handle crisis 
calls,’’ said Jay Mikaelian, in 
the University for Man office. 
‘‘It takes a long time for a per- 
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son to learn the art of hand- 
ling a personal crisis, and our 
staff will not be trained for 
that. All calls sof 4a. crisis 
nature will be referred to ex- 


perts.’’ 
Several sites for the switch- 


board are under consideration, 
including the back corner of a 
church and the basement of a 
lawyer’s office, These will be 
on a donation basis. 

As plans stand now, the ser- 
vice will operate on a 24-hour 
a day, Seven days a week basis. 
The people On the phones will 
work three days ona four hour 
a day shift. The Switchboard 
is now researching information 
Which they feel will answer the 
most common questions, Files 
will be kept so that most an- 
swers will be available right 
away.

education. ‘‘For MPC the state 
contributes about one-third the 
cost, which amounts to an aver- 
age of $125 for two semesters 
for a student who carries 15 
units, The rest of the cost, 


two-thirds, comes from local 
taxes, about $850 for a student 
carrying 15 units.’’ 

Foreign students now pay a 
maximum of$440 a year for 
tuition. With the new hike they 
will pay $675 a year maximum, 
This still leaves approximately 
$200 per student to be made up 
in local taxes.

plained MPC’s position. ‘‘The 
State Legislature prescribes 
tuition for junior colleges and 
state colleges. The cost of ed- 
ucation is continually rising.

We presently have about 
96 foreign students on campus.
